Edwards denied the speeches 
charged to him and maintained 
that Hall had taken his boards, 
pulp wood and lumber, _ besides 
padding the bill for trucking dur- 
ing Edwards’ sickness, 

Fred B. Hall, son of the plein- 
tiff, testified that he had heard Fid- 
wards twice call his father a thief 
while in his barber shop, and that 
both times he had reprimanded 
Edwards, The second time he or- 
dered Edwards to leave the shop. 

On gross examination by Attor- 
ney Hutching Edwards testified 
that he owned at least $300,000 in 
cash, securities, and real estate. 

Mr. and Mrs, Edgar Cross of 
Bethel both testified that they had 
heard Edwards accuse Hall on a 
atreet In Bethel, 

Other witnesses for Hall were 
Irving L. Carver and Harvey N. 
Bragdon of Bethel. Carver said he 
had known Hall for 37 years and 
that his reputation for honesty was 
good, Bragdon testified that he 
was In the place with Halland Wal.

MILTED FREE OF DUTY 

The Canada Department of Na- 
tional Revenue has announced an 
Order in Council authorizing the 
free admission of gifts sent to 
fighting forces in Canada, 

The regulations provide for entry 
of gifts, not ineluding alcoholic 
beverages, free of duty and taxes 
when sent from British Allied or 
neutral countries to individuals on 
service in. Canada. under the Joint 
Air Training Plan, or on active ser- 
vice in Canada in the Royal Canad- 
ian Navy, Canad‘an Active Service 
Force, the Royal Canadian Air 


‘ferces of any British or Allied 


country, This concession only ap- 
plies to the fighting forces actually 
on active service, and ig not ex- 
tended to members of the non-per- 
manent units. 

With respect to donations of to- 
bacco, free entry is granted for u 
tnaximum of 200 cigarettes, 69 
cigars and two pounds manufac- 
tured tobacco in any one case.

Giblet Gravy. 

Pour off liquid in pan in which 
turkey has been roasted. From liq- 
uid skim off 6 tablespoons fat; re- 
turn fat to roasting pan and brown 
with 6 tablespoons flour. Add 3 cups 
stock in which giblets, neck, and tip 
of wings have been cooked; or if 
preferred, 3 cups millt may be sub- 
stituted instead of the stock. Cook, 
stirring constantly, until thick: then 
season to taste with salt and pepper, 
Add giblets (cut in small pieces), 
heat well, and serve hot.

The war and peace issue, the ques- 
tion of taking sides with one or the 
other of the European combatants
